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I. INTRODUCTION 


The following report is based on data obtained from the Canadian Smoking Habits Surveys. These 
data are collected for the Department of National Health and Welfare by Statistics Canada in conjunction 
with the annual Labour Force Survey. Questions relating to smoking behaviour have been included in the 
Labour Force Survey since 1965 (Appendix). Seventy-five thousand Canadians in approximately 30,000 
households across the country are questioned. Inmates of institutions, members of the armed services, 
Indians living on reserves, and residents of the Yukon and Northwest Territories are not included in the 
sample population. 


The present report focusses primarily on the smoking habits of Canadians during the years 1974 and 
1975. It examines smoking behaviour changes in the regular and occasional smoking population. Data for 
these smoker groups are analyzed according to sex, age (five-year age categories, fifteen years of age and 
over) and regional distribution (Atlantic Region, Quebec, Ontario, Prairie Region, British Columbia and 
Canada). A breakdown of the regular smoking population by the number of cigarettes smoked per day (1 to 
10, 11 to 25, and over 25) is also given. Information with respect to educational attainment, occupational 
classification, and urban distribution is presented for the 1975 data. 


A new addition to the 1975 Canadian Smoking Habits Survey is the examination of those persons who 
have successfully quit smoking. This report provides information with respect to reasons given for quitting, 
as well as principal aid used in quitting, by sex.

Il. REGULAR CIGARETTE SMOKERS 


Regular cigarette smokers are defined as those who smoke cigarettes usually every day. 
i) Population 20 Years and Over 


According to the 1975 data, regular smoking among the Canadian adult population is continuing to 
decline (Figure a). In 1975, 38.7 percent of the population 20 years of age and over indicated that they 
smoke cigarettes regularly. This represents a slight decline from the 1974 figure and an overall decrease of 
3.5 percent since 1970 (Table Ic). 


Substantial decreases in regular smoking by adult males during the past ten years have been largely 
responsible for the apparent decline in regular smoking on the part of Canadians. This continues to be the 
case, as indicated by Table la. Between 1974 and 1975, there was a 1.9 percent decrease in regular 
smoking by adult males, the largest percentage decreases occurring in the age groups 20 to 24 and 25 to 44. 
These age groups, on the other hand, continued to have the highest percentage of smokers. Approximately 
forty-eight percent of males in each of these groups indicated they smoked regularly. 


In the adult female population, a consistently lower percentage of females than males smoke 
cigarettes regularly at all age levels. Between 1974 and 1975, the percentage of female smokers remained 
unchanged at 32.0 percent (Table Ib). During the past eleven years, the percentage of regular female 
smokers 20 years of age and over has remained relatively stable (Figure a).

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The highest percentages of female smokers in 1975 were found in the age groups 20 to 24 (38.3 
percent) and 25 to 44 (37.0 percent), respectively. Nevertheless, decreases in the percentage of smokers in 
these younger age groups have been apparent since 1970. Table lb, on the other hand, shows a notable 
increase in the percentage of older female smokers during 1975. 


ii) Teenage Population 


The percentage of regular smokers in the teenage population declined 1.6 percent between 1974 and 
1975 to 28.5 percent (Table Ic). This decrease is consistent with data for the years 1972 and 1973 which 
indicated a leveling-off and perhaps decline in the regular use of tobacco by the teenage population. 


Decreases have been noted in male teenage smoking since 1970. In 1970, 35.7 percent of teenage 
males were regular smokers, compared to 32.3 percent in 1974 and 29.5 percent in 1975 (Table 1a). 


During the past three years, the percentage of regularly smoking teenage girls has remained at 
approximately 27 to 28 percent of the female population 15 to 19 years of age (Figure a). 


iii) Regional Distribution 


Considerable differences still exist in the regional distribution of regular cigarette smokers in 
Canada. As in the past, Quebec continued to have the highest percentage of male cigarette smokers 15 
years of age and over during 1975 (Technical Report No. 1, Smoking Habits of Canadians 1965-1974). 
Approximately fifty percent of the Quebec male population indicated that they smoked, followed in order 
by the Atlantic Region (44.5 percent), Ontario (40.6 percent), the Prairie Region (39.5 percent) and British 
Columbia (39.2 percent) (Table 2a). 


From 1966 to 1974 (Technical Report No. 1, Smoking Habits of Canadians 1965-1974) all regions 
experienced a decline in regular smoking by males. The 1975 data show a continuation of this decline for all 
regions, excluding British Columbia. A 1.5 percent increase in male smoking was noted in this region during 
the past year (Table 2a). The largest percentage decreases for the 1974-1975 period occurred in Quebec 
(4.5 percent) and the Atlantic Region (2.3 percent). These regions have displayed the largest percentage 
decreases since 1970 (Table 2a). In Quebec, the greatest proportion of the overall decrease in the past year 
was shown by those in the 25 to 44-year age group where a 10.4 percent decline was apparent (Table 3a). In 
the Atlantic Region, smoking among teenage boys showed the greatest drop during this time period (6.2 
percent). Also notable was a 10.2 percent decline in the percentage of male smokers aged 20 to 24 in 
Ontario (Table 3a). 


A regional breakdown of the data for females shows that Quebec had the highest percentage of 
female smokers (34.6 percent) in 1975. In the Atlantic Region and British Columbia, 30.3 percent of the 
females in each region indicated that they smoked cigarettes regularly, compared with 30.1 percent in 
Ontario, and 29.9 percent in the Prairie Region (Table 2b). 


From 1974 to 1975, greatest decreases were apparent in female smoking in Quebec, particularly in 
the 20 to 24 year age group, and in the Prairie Region (Tables 2b, 3b). Data for Ontario, on the other hand, 
showed increases in the use of cigarettes by women, largely among those 45 to 64, 65 and over, and 25 to 44 
years of age, respectively (Table 3b). Although overall figures for female smoking in British Columbia were 
relatively stable between 1974 and 1975, the percentage of women smoking regularly in the 20 to 24-year 
age group increased 9.1 percent (Table 3b). 


Among the teenage population, Ontario had the lowest percentage of male regular smokers (22.2 
percent) and Quebec, the highest percentage (40.7 percent), in 1975. All regions (excluding British 
Columbia) experienced some decline in smoking by teenage boys during this period, with the Atlantic 
Region and Ontario showing the largest decreases (6.2 percent and 4.3 percent, respectively) (Table 3a). 


Smoking among teenage girls appears to have remained relatively stable in most regions since 1972, 
with the exception of Quebec and Ontario (Table 3b). A notable 2.6 percent decline was apparent in 
Quebec between 1974 and 1975, while Ontario experienced a 1.5 percent increase during the same period.

iv) Educational Attainment and Smoking Behaviour 
The following categories were used in the survey to define "educational attainment": 


‘Grade 8 or less' - refers to those persons who have a level of formal education from 0 to 
grade 8. 


'High School' - refers to those persons who have begun and/or completed the requirements for 
high school graduation. 


‘Post Secondary' - refers to those persons who have completed high school and have begun or 
completed the requirements for a degree or diploma at the university or college level. 


‘Other’ - refers to those persons with educational training other than that listed above (Data 
with respect to 'other' education has not been included in this report). 


In the male population 15 years of age and over, the percentage of regular cigarette smokers 
appeared to decrease as level of education increased (Figure b, Table 4). In 1975, 48.5 percent of males 
with grade 8 or less indicated that they smoked regularly, while only 45.4 percent of males at the high 
school level and 30.7 percent at the post secondary level indicated that they were regular users of 
Cigarettes. 


The largest percentage of male smokers at the 'grade 8 or less', 'high school' and 'post secondary’ 
educational levels were found in the age groups 25 to 44 years (59.1 percent), 20 to 24 years (56.3 percent) 
and 20 to 24 years (32.2 percent), respectively. The lowest percentages were found consistently in the 
youngest and oldest age groups in each educational category. Particularly notable were the relatively low 
percentages in all age groups of male smokers with post secondary education. In addition, there appeared 
to be less variation between age groups in the percentage of smokers with post secondary education 
compared to those in the other two categories. 


In the female population 15 years of age and over, women with post secondary education were the 
least likely to be regular smokers; only 25.9 percent indicated they used cigarettes regularly (Figure b, 
Table 4). In contrast to the male population, however, the highest percentage of female smokers was found 
among those with high school education (34.5 percent). This pattern appeared to be true for women of all 
ages, excluding teenagers and those 65 years and over. 


The largest percentages of female smokers at the 'grade 8 or less’, 'high school' and 'post secondary' 
educational levels were found in the age groups 15 to 19 years (40.3 percent), 20 to 24 years (43.9 percent) 
and 25 to 44 years (27.8 percent), respectively. 


Among teenage boys and girls, there was a notable decrease in the percentage of regular cigarette 
smokers as educational level increased. As seen in Table 4, there were large differences in teenage 
smoking between educational groups; the relatively high percentage of teenage smokers with grade 8 or less 
(40.2 percent) was particularly notable. There was little variation in smoking habits between teenage males 
and females within each educational category. 


Certainly, the relationship between educational attainment and the use of cigarettes is complex, 
involving such variables as age, sex, occupation, income and general lifestyle. The systematic study of the 
effects of education vis-a-vis other variables is necessary before further interpretation of the present data 
(Table 4) is possible. 


Regional comparisons indicate that in all regions, with the exception of the Prairies and perhaps 
British Columbia, the percentage of male smokers decreases as educational level increases (Figure b). As 
seen in Table 5, variation between regions in 1975 was greatest among males with the least amount of 
education. Quebec experienced the highest percentage of male smokers within each educational category. 


Similarly, among the female population, Quebec had the highest percentage of regular smokers in all 
educational groups (Table 5). Regional variation was greatest among females with grade 8 or less 
education. 


Among females, there appeared to be an "east-west" regional variation in the percentage of smokers 
with respect to educational level. That is, in Quebec and the Atlantic Region females with high school 
education had the highest percentage of regular smokers; those with post secondary education had the 
lowest. On the other hand, in Ontario, the Prairie Region and British Columbia, females with high school 
education had the highest percentage of smokers, while those with grade 8 or less had the lowest 
percentage. 


Analyses of regional data by age resulted in percentages based on numbers too small to be 
statistically reliable.

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v) Occupation and Smoking Behaviour 


As seen in Figure c, smoking behaviour varies from one occupational group to another. A rank 
ordering of the percentages of regular users in each occupational category indicated that both males and 
females in the categories "transport" and "mining" were most likely to smoke regularly. Those in the 
"professional", "not working" and "outdoors" categories were least likely to be smokers (Table 7). 


Differences in rank order between males and females were most apparent in the "managerial" and 
"product fabricating" groups. Also notable were the small percentage differences between males and 
females in the "managerial", "professional" and "not working" categories. 


The smoking behaviour of different occupational groups is possibly related to pressures associated 
with particular occupations, as well as to age, sex and educational factors. On the basis of the present 
data, one can only speculate as to the nature of the relationship between occupation and smoking. For 
example, it seems probable that persons in the "professional" category would be more likely to have post 
secondary education than those in "transport" and "mining"; as indicated by 1975 data, persons with higher 
levels of education seemed less likely to smoke cigarettes.

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vi) Rural-Urban Distribution 


As seen in Table 8, persons living in rural and large urban areas (population 100,000) were less likely 
to be regular cigarette users than persons residing in small towns and cities. 


vii) Number of Cigarettes Smoked by Regular Smokers 


Tables la and lb show that the majority of regular smokers smoke approximately 11 to 25 cigarettes 
per day. This appears to be true for both males and females of all ages. 


Between 1974 and 1975 decreases occurred in the percentage of male smokers 15 years of age and 
over smoking | to 10, 11 to 25 and over 25 cigarettes per day (Table la). Decreases were particularly 
noticeable in the age groups 15 to 19, 20 to 24 and 25 to 44 years. For example, the percentage of males 20 
to 24 years of age smoking 11 to 25 cigarettes per day dropped 2.6 percent between 1974 and 1975. 
Similarly, in the 25 to 44-year age group, the percentage of males smoking 11 to 25, and over 25 cigarettes 
per day declined 1.5 percent and 1.2 percent, respectively. A slight increase in the percentage of males in 
this age group smoking | to 10 cigarettes per day may indicate that male smokers 25 to 44 years of age are 
attempting to "cut down" the number of cigarettes they smoke daily. 
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According to data in Table lb, regular female smokers aged 20 to 24 and 45 to 64 years appeared to be 
smoking more frequently on a daily basis between 1974 and 1975. Decreases in the percentage of smokers 
aged 20 to 24 years smoking 1 to 10 and 11 to 25 cigarettes per day occurred, with an accompanying 
increase in the percentage smoking over 25 cigarettes per day. In the 45 to 64-year age group, increases 
occurred in the percentage of females smoking | to 10 and 11 to 25 cigarettes daily. 


Table 6 presents the number of cigarettes smoked per day by level of education for males and females 
15 years of age and over in 1975. It is interesting to note that males and, to a lesser extent, females, with 
post secondary education, smoked fewer cigarettes daily than smokers at other educational levels. Male 
smokers with grade 8 or less education had the highest daily consumption. 
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Il. OCCASIONAL CIGARETTE SMOKERS 


An occasional cigarette smoker is defined as an individual who does not usually smoke every day. 


The percentage of occasional cigarette smokers 15 years of age and over has increased slightly since 
1970, from 3.0 percent to 4.2 percent in 1975 (Table 9). This may reflect the "cutting down" on cigarette 
consumption by regular smokers; on the other hand, it may simply indicate that more Canadians are 


beginning to smoke. 
As in previous years, the percentage of occasional smokers was greatest, for both males and females, 


in the experimenting age groups 15 to 19 and 20 to 24. 
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IV. SUGCCESSEUIMOWITIERS 


Questions pertaining to persons who had successfully stopped smoking cigarettes were included in the 
1975 Canadian Smoking Habits Survey (Appendix). These questions provided information concerning: 1) 
principal aids used to quit smoking, and 2) main reasons for quitting. Data was analyzed according to 
regional distribution, educational attainment, age and sex. 


According to 1975 survey data, 11.7 percent of the Canadian population 15 years of age and over 
indicated that they had successfully stopped smoking. Approximately 16 percent of the male population 
and 7.5 percent of the female population were ex-regular smokers. 


i) Principal Aid Used 


Results of the data indicated that regardless of region, age, educational level and sex, the majority of 
successful quitters (75.4 percent of male quitters and 77.1 percent of female quitters) used "no aid" to 
assist them in stopping smoking. These figures, however, may simply reflect an unwillingness on the part of 
quitters to admit to the need of assistance. 


The percentage of quitters relying on assistance from "relatives or friends" appeared to diminish with 
increased age. While 13 percent of males and 8 percent of females in the 15 to 19 year-old age group 
admitted to such influence, only 3 percent of both males and females 65 years of age and over responded to 
this category. As might be anticipated, responses to medical doctors' influence in quitting smoking 
appeared to increase in the older age groups. 


Reliance upon substitutes and medical doctors' aid appeared to vary slightly according to educational 
level. Quitters with post secondary education seemed to rely more heavily on substitutes than those with 
grade 8 education or less (grade 8 or less, 4 percent, males, 2 percent females; post secondary, 7 percent 
males, 4 percent females). On the other hand, quitters with grade 8 level of education or less appeared to 
be more influenced by medical doctors than those with higher levels of education (grade 8 or less, 14 
percent males, 11 percent females; post secondary, 5 percent and 4 percent, respectively). 


Use of "smokers! clinics" and "T.V., radio, pamphlets and booklets" constituted a very small per- 
centage of responses. Availability of these resources, in addition to other factors, undoubtedly influenced 
the present results. 


ii) Reason for Quitting 


The majority of successful quitters (62.2 percent males, 56.3 percent females) indicated that they 
gave up Cigarette smoking because of health reasons. Not surprisingly, the percentage of quitters in this 
category tended to increase with increased age. This trend appeared more pronounced among males. Other 
response categories constituted only a small percentage of the total responses. "Economic pressures" 
seemed to be more pertinent to younger age groups (15 to 19 and 20 to 24 years); "concern for others" was 
mentioned more frequently by females than males. 


There was little variation due to regional distribution and educational level. 
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V. SUMMARY 


The percentage of regular smokers in the Canadian population continues to decline. In 1975, 38.7 
percent of the Canadian population 20 years of age and over were regular cigarette smokers, com- 
pared to 39.6 percent in 1974 and 42.2 percent in 1970. 


Substantial decreases in regular smoking by adult males during the past ten years have been largely 
responsible for the decline in the percentage of Canadian smokers. Between 1974 and 1975 there was 
a further 1.9 percent decrease. 


Regular smoking among the adult female population has remained relatively stable during the past 
decade. In 1975, the percentage of female smokers remained unchanged at 32.0 percent. 


The percentage of regular smokers in the teenage population dropped 1.6 percent between 1974 and 
1975 to 28.5 percent. This change was largely attributable to a decline in the percentage of smoking 
teenage boys. During the past three years, smoking among teenage girls has stabilized at 
approximately 27 to 28 percent of the female population 15 to 19 years of age. 


In 1975, Quebec continued to have the highest percentage of male smokers 15 years of age and over 
(50.4 percent), followed by the Atlantic Region (44.5 percent), Ontario (40.6 percent), the Prairie 
Region (39.5 percent) and British Columbia (39.2 percent). Most regions experienced declines in the 
percentage of regular male smokers between 1974 and 1975, with Quebec showing the largest 
decrease (4.5 percent). 


During 1975 the highest percentage of regular smokers in the female population 15 years of age and 
over was again found in Quebec (34.6 percent); the lowest percentage occurred in the Prairie Region 
(29.9 percent). 


An examination of the relationship between education level and use of cigarettes indicated that the 
lowest percentage of regular male smokers occurred among persons with post secondary education. 
The highest percentage was found among those with grade 8 education or less. 


The highest percentage of regular smokers among Canadian females 15 years of age and over was 
found among those with at least some secondary school education (34.5 percent). The percentage of 
regular female smokers among persons at the post secondary or grade 8 or less educational levels 
were substantially lower (25.9 percent and 27.1 percent, respectively). 


Males and females in the occupational categories "transport" and "mining" were more likely to be 
regular cigarette smokers than persons in other occupational groups. 


Persons living in rural areas and large urban centres (100,000 population) seemed less likely to be 
regular smokers than persons residing in small towns and cities. 


Male regular smokers appeared to be smoking fewer cigarettes between 1974 and 1975, particularly 
those in the age groups 20 to 24 and 25 to 44 years. There were increases in the percentage of female 
smokers aged 20 to 24 smoking over 25 cigarettes daily. 


Between 1974 and 1975, the percentage of occasional smokers in the Canadian population increased 
slightly in all age groups. 


According to the 1975 data, the majority of successful quitters used "no aid" to assist them in 
stopping smoking. 


More than 50 percent of successful quitters stopped using cigarettes because of health reasons.
